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TORONTO (CUP) - Hostility 
toward visa students in Canada 
will increase rather than dimin- 
ish in coming years,, was the 
consensus of workshops and 
panels at a conference on inter- 
national éducation held Jan. 
23-24. 

"It was clear that the role 
Canada Is playing in the edu- 
cation of foreign students is 
inadequate. There Is an In- 
creasing tendency of Cana- 
dians to see foreign students 
as part of a population of 
immigrants, part of a popu- 
lation which is seen increas- 
ingly in this country as a 
threat," U of Waterloo principal 
Ian Campbell said In a sum- 
mary of the Canadian Bureau 
for International Education 
conference. 

"These patterns of hostility 
will not diminish but increase 
In the 'next decade. Campbell 
- pointed out: "The composition 
of our foreign student popu- 
lation has changed and 
changed dramatically In a rela- 
tively short period." 

A CBIE survey of Canada's 
International studentà showed 
that the numbers of visa stu- 
dents in Canada have nearly 
doubled from about 30,000 in 
1973 to nearly 56,000 in 1976. 
As well, the mix of visa stu- 
dents has changed from the 
days when the United States 
was the main source of stu- 
dents to the present when well 
more than half of visa students 
are from Far East or Asia, with 
the number of students from 
Hong Kong nearly tripling from 
1973 to 1976 from about 6,000 
to almost 17,000. " ' 

Conference workshops dis- 
cussed measures which have 
been Introduced or tightened 
up during the period when the 
numbers and places of origin of 
visa students underwent dra- 
matic change. 

Panelists looked at the new, 
Immigration, Act, to becpme 
law in April, which restricts the 
way visa students can gain 
student status and their travel 
In Canada once they gain that 
status. They noted that the act 
: also gives immigration officials 
broad — some said unneces- 
sary — discretionary powers In 
dealing with visa students. , 

0"ther workshops looked at 
the -increasing discussion of 
setting quotas on numbers of 
- visa students, in some cases 
according to their area of ori- 
gin, with one panelist sug- 
gesting thât the motives for 
such quotas lie in racism rather 
than concern for a wider variety 
of'vlsa students. 

They discussed language 
tests, such as the Test of 
English as a Foreign 
Language, which are frequently 



misused by institutions. 

They noted that differential 
fees, implemented in Ontario 
and Alberta, are affecting visa 
student enrolments. Ontario 
has noted a 20.9% decrease in 
visa student applications since 
the .Implementation of differ- 
ential fees. 

In his summary, Campbell 
pointed out that many of the 
workshops approached the 
question of International edu- 
cation from a self-interest point 
of view. Rather than stressing 
the cultural and educational 
benefits which international 
students can bring to Cana- 
dians, one.workshop looked at 
o w to use education as an 
ty on a cost-re- 
nd some parti- 
cipants in other workshops . 
discussed the importance of 
maintaining and 'perhaps in- . 
creasing .visa student enrol- 
ments — but "as a -way- of ^ 
coping with the decline in S 
enrolment of Canadian citizens m 
and landed immigrants which 2 
seems to have begun in Cana- 
dian institutions. 

In a seminar on recent 
research on visa students, Uni- 
versity of Alberta graduate 
student Ralph Schuh said a 
recent survey he did showed 
that Canadian students are 
tending to label visa students 
as undesirable. 

He suggested that current 
economic conditions, with cut- 
backs and high unemployment, 
are emphasizing the Individual- 
ism and competitiveness of the 
university environment and 
leading Canadian students to 
feel threatened by visa students

M CM deals death blow to dissidence 

The NDG chapter of the MCM decided to reiterate its rejection 
of the leftist terminology in the party's program at a meeting held 
on Monday. At the third annual MCM congress in December, NDG 
delegates proposed 40 resolutions aimed at deleting Marxist 
phraseology from the program. The resolutions were defeated. 

While NDG party members reaffirmed the position they took to 
the congress, the party's central executive, though tolerating 
dissidence, maintains that all members should abide by the 
program and its ideology. But according to NDG city councilor 
Arnold Bennett, the disagreement between the central executive 
and the more moderate members of the party is no deeper than a 
problem of semantics. Both camps agree on such basic MCM 
principles as "housing Is a social right", said Bennett. But leftists 
see such terms as the embodiment of a socialist perspective, 
while moderates consider them to be reforms. 

NDG district members also adopted a proposal whereby their 
councillors will not be obliged to defend the MCM program. 
Another NDG councillor, Michael Falnstat, feels this move could 
strengthen the party by opening the doors to non-leftist 
supporters. Bennett supports the move as well because it will 
effectively deal with dissidence by accommodating it. Councillors 
will also be permitted to criticize the MCM program, but were 
discouraged from voicing their disapproval in public. The district 
also allowed councillors to continue attempting to modify the 
program, but only within party structures. ^ 

MCM vice-president Abe Limonchlk, who sits on the central 
executive, attended the NDG meeting and concluded that the 
district's decisions are "acceptable", which means, said Bennett, 
that the crisis and internal disputes that have torn the MCM during 
the last few years are over. 

Bennett added that the NDG resolutions are a positive step 
towards the MCM goal of district autonomy. The moves will 
stabilize the balance between districts and the party by making 
councillors primarily accountable to their districts. - 

Prison hassle blamed on new director 
According to l'Office des droits des détenus (ODD), a prisoner's 
rights organization affiliated with the Civil Liberties Union, the 
situation at the maximum security St. Anne-des-Plaines prison Is 
gradually deteriorating. The problems have.lncreased since a new 
director, Michel Roy, was appointed last fall to také over the 
institution, located 20 miles north of Montreal. 

"Only a public inquiry can bring this situation to light," says 
Jean-Claude Bernheim, ODD spokesperson. The director's 
unwillingness to discuss inmate grievances with prisoner 
committees Is at the root of the problem. N • 

Federal board upholds firing of rapacious Immigration official 

The Public Service Staff Relations Board upheld a decision that 
resulted In the firing of a Montreal immigration official for having 
had sexual relations with a woman seeking landed immigrant 
status. The immigration department supervisor was one of six 
federal officials stationed in Montreal who were found guilty of 
improper relations with women whose files they were processing 
between 1970 and 1973. The Board decided that the supervisor had 
violated the immigration department code of ethics. One of the 
women who testified at the hearing stated that she would have 
been deported had she not succumbed to her supervisor. 
Tenants fight deterioration, buy units 

Members of a tenant association on 45th Avenue in Lachine 
have overcome the deterioration of their dwellings by buying 100 
apartment units from their former landlord, Grovedale Realities. 
After four months of negotiations, the -tenants took over the 
buildings with a pledge of financial support from the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation and the endorsement of the 
City of Lachine. The tenants will work at renovating their 
apartments over the next two years at a cost of $1.7 million. The 
association will have full control over the setting and collection of 
rents as well as over renovations and maintenance. According to 
an association spokesperson, the key to the success of the 
project depends on the full use of federal, provincial and 
municipal renovation subsidies. 

MCM motion up In smoke 

An MCM motion presented at City Hall last week designed to 
strike up a committee responsible for updating Montreal's current 
tobacco smoke by-laws was defeated. The by-laws have to be 
modified, says MCM councillor Michael Falnstat, author of the 
motion, because existing regulations pertain only to fire, and not 
smoking, hazards. Falnstat had hoped that the committee would 
havecomeupwithrecommendationsthat would accommodate both 
smokers and non-smokers, "but smoking in crowded and public 
places should be restricted. The bulk of the population is 
non-smoking; its needs must be considered." Fainstat asserts 
that the fight isn't over and sees public discussion and education 
as the next step in his crusade.

With regard to your article of 
last week, and concerning the 
Women's Union publication, 
"SKYLIGHTS": As editor of the 
series, I would like to state that 
Skylights, although financially 
backed by the McGill Women's 
Union, is not open exclusively 
to female poets. Submissions 
are encouraged from all mem- 
bers of the McGill community, 
although, in keeping with our 
pre-stated intention, preference 
will be given to previously 
unpublished material by McGill 
women poets. 

In light of the fact that the 
broadside Is both funded by 
and . printed at the Women's 
Union, we feel that this is not at 
all an unduly harsh _ editorial 
policy. Our only severely limit- 
ing factor Is that of finding 
enough space for all the copy 
that we want to print on the 
actual broadside Itself; be- 
cause of the actual physical 
size of the publication', we have 
a minimum of room within 
which to present material. 
Consequently, we must act 
under a reasonably consistent 
principle of selection. 

This is not to say that this 
policy is totally Inflexible; on 
the contrary, we Invite manu- 
script submissions by the male 
members of the University. The 
desire to reach other people 
with one's poetry is not by 
definition a sex-linked trait; 
although we have a commit- 
ment to meet in our selection 
process by virtue of pur very 
means of existence, we prefer 
to be guided by our policies, 
rather than. Irrevocably bound 
by them. „

It has been explained that the 
Jews lived in "Palestine" two 
thousand years ago, left as a 
result of the Roman wars, and 
in the twentieth century, re- 
turned to their land.

1943-46— establishment of 
Kibbutzim Kfar Etzlon,, Rava- 
dlm, Eln Tzurim and Maso'ot 
Yltzchak In region between 
Jerusalem and Hebron. 

In the early part of this 
century, immigrants from 
Europe and the Middle East 
drained swampy land and irri- 
gated the deserts, making them 
fit for cultivation. They built 
settlements where none stood 
before, including several in the 
area devastated and held by 
Jordan between 1948 and 1967. 
They brought modern science 
to a backward region, including 
modern health care and higher 
standards of living for Arabs. 

As this is only a letter in 
response to those dealing with 
the Middle East which have 
recently appeared in the Dally, 
much of the details has been 
eliminated. Those who concern 
themselves with the issue, 
should definitely consult his- 
tory books, as has been 
suggested.

Redmen in second, defeat Con U 74' 73

When two young and very 
Inexperienced basketball teams 
get together one expects a 
liberal amount of mistakes to 
be made by both sides. 

Last night, an enthusiastic 
throng at Currie Gym bore 
witness to a comedy of errors 
and turnovers galore as the 
McGill - Redmen sneaked by 
their archrlvals, the Concordia 
Stingers, 74-73. 

It was simply a matter of 
which team would play give- 
away more than the other. On 
this cool winter night, it was 
the Stingers making one error 
too many and the Redmen 
almost totally assuring them- 
selves of a second place finish 
in the Quebec University Ath- 
letics Association. 

McGIII's bespectacled guard 
Kevin O'Neill had this to say 
about his club's unusually high 
amount of turnovers. "We just 
lacked the concentration we 
normally have. Normally we 
play patterned, controlled 
ball," added O'Neill, "but to- 
night for some unexplainable 
reason we deviated from that 
principle." 

Offensively, McGill began at 
a breakneck pace building up a 
large lead quickly before Con 
had a chance to even get their 
sneakers on the Currie floor. 
Concordia was attempting to 
utilize what head coach Doug

Daigneault termed a block and 
one defence. What this defen- 
sive philosophy tries to set out 
to do is to effectively shut off 
the other team's big scorer. In 
this example, they (Concordia) 
wanted to stop Redmen guard 
Gord Brabant, who burned 
them so badly just a few weeks 
ago at the Stingers' gym. 

Their strategy worked par- 
tially, as Brabant did not get off 
as many shots as he usually 
does in the course of a game. 
But what about McGill's other 
four players on the court, 
Doug? 

"Yes we noticed that Con- 
cordia was keying on Gordle," 
said a smiling McGill forward 
Dave Drazin. "With Gord 
doubled up, it left Jeff Sahi- 
merdan and myself free from 
the outside for the open shots." 

The outside shooting of 
Sahimerdan and Drazin was a 
major contributing factor in 
why the Redmen enjoyed a 
seven point lead at the half. 

The second twenty minutes 
saw McGill with a chance of 
running away with it, but 
lacklng.the killer instinct, they 
almost let it get away from 
them. 

"There's no way we should 
have let the Stingers come back 
in the second half the way they 
did," added O'Neill. "We had all 
sorts of chances and oppor- 



tunities to put it out of reach 
and didn't. There's no excuse 
for that happening at all." 

Come back the Stingers did. 
Trailing by ten with a little over 
three minutes to tick from the 
clock, Con's Leon Bynoe took 
matters into his own hands. 
Bynoe, a 6'7" rookie center 
scored almost at will In the 
second half, piling up 26 pints 
(including four in a row) and 
bringing the Stingers within 
one with a little over sixty 
seconds remaining. 

That's as close as Daig- 
neault's troops were to come 
on this night as McGill headed 
home with a very Important 
win. 

Somehow, against a swarm- 
ing and tenacious defence 
mainly concerned with stop- 
ping hjm, McGill's Gordle 
Brabant hit .an amazing 7-8 
from the field and finished with 
a team-leading twenty. 

Drazin, playing his finest 
regular season encounter for 
McGill, helped out by hitting 
for 17. Sahimerdan scored a 
season high 14 and was out- 
standing throughout. 

What more can you say about 
Con's Leon Bynoe? Bynoe fin- 
ished up with a game high 34 
and with a little luck could have 
put in 50 or more. Forward Tim 
Busch contributed with a 
strong 18. 



Martlets blow big lead

The McGill Martlets returned 
to early season form last night 
at the Currie Gym. Playing only 
one half of basketball, the 
"Mystery Martlets" blew a 16 
point halftime lead and lost in 
overtime 63-60 to the Concordia 
Stingers.

run off a string of 22 points. 

The half concluded with the 
Martlets in front by sixteen, 
36-20. Just about everything 
had gone their way In the first 
twenty minutes. Their shots 
were dropping, their passing 
defence had proven effective In 
forcing turnovers, and the 
referees had seemingly sided 



with the team in its quest for a 
blowout. Unfortunately, twenty 
minutes do not a basketball 
game make, a lesson which 
many thought the team had 
already learned In the previous 
three games. 

The game was apparently In 
hand until as late as the four- 
teenth minute of the second 
half. With 6:40 to play, Linda 
DiMichele hit for the Martlets, 
giving her team a 50-43 edge. It 
would be an uphill climb for the 
Stingers to keep the score 
close. 

Comeback kids 
But climb they did. In the 
next 3:40, Concordia, featuring 
balanced scoring and an ag- 
gressive 1-3-1 zone defence, 
outscored McGill 10-2. Paddie 
Chlara's follow-up basket- with 
three minutes on the clock put 
the scrappy Stingers ahead 

53- 52. 

Former national team mem- 
ber Gay Owens, who scored all 
of her 13 points In the second 
half, increased the margin to 

54- 52 with a free throw. Mc- 
Gill's Karen Adams responded 
with two throws of her own, 
and the game went into over- 
time. 

The Martlets had their op- 
portunities In the overtime ses- 
sion, but could not regain the 
sharpness with which they had 



so easily handled the Stingers 
in the first half. When a Cheryl 
Peterson layup and two free 
throws by Owens put Con- 
cordia ahead 63-60 with 28 
seconds to play, the handwrit- 
ing was on the wall. The 
Martlets had blown it. 

Chiara, the leading scorer in 
the QUAA, and Peterson led the 
Stinger attack with 22 and 21 
points respectively. Monica 
Kerwin had a quiet 14 for 
McGill. 

After the fact 

Postgame speculation about 
McGill's collapse arrived at 
several valid conclusions. The 
first of these, that once mo- 
mentum is lost it is hard to 
regain, is an age old sports 
..cliche. However, in this case, it 
does apply. 

The second conclusion is 
that the Martlets, and Forman 
as well, do not know how to 
play with a lead. Experience is 
the best teacher, and Martlet 
fans hope that the team has 
profited by last night's dis- 
aster. 

Finally, there is the possi- 
bility that McGill cannot win 
consistently without guards 
Monica Kerwin and Lori 
Sprague hitting long range 
jumpers. The Martlets' inside
